trust laws. 

And there was a period when waste of our natural. resources 
threatened the future of the Republic, so it became necessary, through 
law, to establish certain responsibilities to go with the right to use 
natural resources. 

Then there was a period when the banks of the nation thought 
less of responsibility than power; result, certain banking laws became 
necessary to protect the public and the people whose money is in 
banks. 

Now it has become organized labor's turn. 


‘Current hearings in Washington, D.C. have brought into public 
light certain abuses that have been talked about for some time but 
which have been difficult to pin down. 

Basically these abuses evolve around the fact that the power of 
organized labor has far overrun its legal responsibilities. 

Within organized labor itself there is unquestionably a need for 
legal reforms to protect the union member from arbitrary use of union 
funds by union’leaders. 

In relation to the general public, organized labor must be made 
legally responsible for its actions; legal responsibility of organized 
labor must be brought into line with its legal powers. 

Certainly we do not question the right of any group to organize, 
but there can be no question about the necessity for responsibility 
going with power. 

Right now is the time for national and state legislators to straight- 
en out this matter of power and responsibility in connection with or- 
ganized labor, just as the situation has been straightened out in the 
past in relation to other segments of the Republic.
